Dear  Mr.  Garrett: 

I know  that  this  is  a bad  time  to  raise  money, 
out  scholars  in  all  lands  think  that  I should  go 
back  to  Olynthus  in  Macedonia  in  Greece  to  continue 
the  excavations,  next  March.  I must  do  so  in  order 
to  keep  the  rij_,hts  on  the  place  and  I think  that 
another  campaign  would  produce  a kind  of  Greek 
Pompeii.  V/e've  already  published  two  volumes  and 
have  material  for  several  others. 

TTae  money  is  spent  on  workmen  who  are  mostly 
poor,  starving  refugees  and  are  willing  to  work 
for  as  little  as  forty  cents  a day.  So  not  only 
do  the  excavations  produce  new  material  for  research 
and  add  to  our  knowledge  of  art  and  history,  but 
they  actually  relieve  intense  human  suffering. 

You  were  so  good  as  to  make  a contribution 
before  and  I’ve  mentioned  you  in  -our  publications. 
I’m  wondering  whether  you  could  give  a thousand  dol- 
lars toward  the  twenty  thousand  that  I must  raise 
before  March  the  first. 

I wish  that  you  were  coming  over  to  Greece, 
next  spring,  so  that  you  could  take  part  in  the 
excavations .

I. received  many  letters  and  reviews  that 
praised  the  volume  on  the  Olynthus  coins  and  I am 
enclosing  an  Italian  view  which  appeared  in  the 
Athenaeum,  Volume  IX,  for  April,  1931,  p.  328, 
in  which  there  is  a reference  to  you. 

I am  glad  to  say  that  the  coins  we  found  this 
year  and  far  superior  to  those  of  1928.  VYe  found 
three  hoards  of  silver  coins,  one  consisting  of 
thirty-two  Chalcldlc  tetradrachms , all  but  seven 
of  which  hav«^  magistrates*  names  on  them.  It  is 
too  bad  that  the  Greek  Government  will  probably  not 
give  us  any  of  these,  although  I am  going  to  put  in 
a request,  but  the  publication  of  them,  if  we  can 
secure  the  money,  will  make  a very  beautiful  volum.e 
and  a real  contribution  to  Numismatics.
